The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 17 line 1, "tangible" has been deleted. 

In page 13 paragraph 0026 of the specification "For example, a machine- 
readable medium may include read only memory (ROM); random access memory 
(RAM); magnetic disk storage media; optical storage media; flash memory devices; 
electrical, optical, acoustical or other form of propagated signals (e.g., carrier waves, 
infrared signals, digital signals, etc.), and others" has been amended to --For example, 
a machine-readable medium may include read only memory (ROM); random access 
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memory (RAM); magnetic disk storage media; optical storage media; flash memory 
devices; and others. - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1,8, 14 and 17 are allowed because the prior record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a system or method including monitoring a wireless channel after completion of 
a transmission for a clear channel condition and beginning a timeout period responsive 
to determining a presence of the clear channel condition. While Jandrell (US 
6,459,704), the closest prior art of record, teaches in figure 7 monitoring for a clear 
channel at step 602, the monitoring at step 602 is preformed before transmission and 
not after the transmission is complete in order to determine when to start a timeout 
period. 

Furthermore, the deletion of electrical, optical, acoustical, and other forms of 
propagated signals as examples of a computer-readable medium in paragraph 0026 of 
the specification is being treated as an explicit act to remove such embodiments from 
the scope of the claims.
